Miss Bean’s efforts have been crowned with success, and 
every thing seemed for once, in this district, to glide along 
smoothly, as the political waters did not trouble this term, 
and we are happy to say that her little flock was well cared 
for and made good improvement.

This 
term was mostly composed of small pupils, but Miss Hen- 
derson, with patience possessed only by the loving teacher, 
endeavored to impress their minds with the importance of 
school privileges and the need of improving the same, and 
the closing examination gave evidence that her instructions 
were heeded.

This was Mr. Glass’ first attempt at teaching, and he en- 
tered upon the duties of this term under peculiar and em- 
barrassing circumstances, but he succeeded better than could 
have been expected, with many of the community arrayed 
against him from beginning to end. It is exceedingly diffi- 
cult, not to say impossible, to maintain discipline among 
pupils of the age of some of the boys of this school without 
the hearty co-operation of parents. Irregularity in atten- 
dance has been the bane of this school during the year. 
The schvol-house is of easy access to most of the scholars; 
there has been very little sickness among them, so this fault 
seems to spring entirely from wilful neglect on the part of 
the parents ; the teacher who does his or her duty will some 
times have occasion to correct scholars, and when it is prop- 
erly done it is a proper thing to do, but it is not the part of 
wisdom for parents to sympathize with them to the extent of 
removing them from the school or even allowing them to 
soothe their wounded feelings by running at large a, few 
days. Whatever of good accomplished in this school was 
dne to the energy and perseverance of the teacher in the 
teeth of opposition, which would have demolished and driven 
from the field one less determined than Mr. Glass, but he, 
conscious of the integrity of his purpose, labored on, and 
achieved a degree of success gratifying to himself and 
friends, and a rebuke to his opposers.
